8 Of 28 Passed 
Monday Ask For 
No Exemptions 


There appeared to be little chance 
today 
that Rush 
county's quota 
for the new national army would be 
obtained from the second call of 120 
men, despite the fact that the per­ 
centage of physically unfit is small­ 
er for the second call than the first. 
The 
large 
numlber 
of exemptions 
filed is almost staggering and if all 
were acted 
an 
favorably it would 
require several 
more weeks before 
the county 
obtains 
its 
quota of 
•Ixty-six men. 
The board today 
called up 120 
more men for examination the first 
three days of next week, forty to re­ 
port each day. 
This takes the men 
from the 253rd position in the coun­ 
ty to the 
372nd, 
meaning that by 
Wednesday night of next week the 
first 372 men called in the county 
will have been examined. 
The board examined twenty men 
up until noon 
today 
and accepted 
sixteen of this 
number. 
Of 
the 
sixteen 
men elegible for military 
service all but six had filed claims 
for exemption and 
some 
of these 
six men expected to either file their 
claims this afternoon or tomorrow, 
which is the final day. 
The board 
originally 
had forty 
men to be examined today. 
Three 
of the first five men called are al­ 
ready in the military service of the 
country and two more were in the 
list who have enlisted. 
This meant 
that only a total of thirty-five were 
to be examined today.

Women May be Called on in 


Cases of Emergency 


This week or next every woman in 
Rush county will have the opportun­ 
ity to enroll for service during 
the 
war. Mrs. A. L. Stewart, chairwom­ 
an of the womans 
division of the 
County Council 'of Defense, has 
the 
work in charge. 
The nation-wide plan was to have 
every woman in the Cnited States 
enrolled 
by August 
15, 
but 
the 
cards were late in arriving here and 
the work has just been started. 
The members 
of the' Tri Kappa 
sorority have consented to canvass 
Rushville to enroll thfe women of the 
city and 
the 
cards were sent out 
this morning to the various 
town’* 
ship chairwomen 
of the county de­ 
fense body who will see that 
they 
are distributed in their 
respective 
townships. 
The cards 
were distri­ 
buted among the Tri Kappas at their 
meeting yesterday 
afternoon 
and 
the city w*as districted for canvass­ 
ing purposes. 
It is explained that women need 
have no fear in signing* one of the 
cards because they do not obligate 
themselves 
in any way in so doing. 
The purpose is merely, as the cards 
briefly 
state; 
“To co-ordinate and 
standardize the work of women of 
Indiana' aldng lines 
of constructive 
patriotism, this effort is being made 
to secure the registry of the women 
who are ready to volunteer 
their 
services in time of emergency.” 


Tn signing one of the cards, 
no 
woman pledges 
herself 
to do any 
given thing. 
She is merely asked to 
answer questions asked her so that 
the Indiana 
League 
for Women’s 
Service, 
which 
is a part 
of 
the 
State Council of Defense and is co­ 
operating with the National League 
for Women’s 
Service, 
may 
know 
when the emergency 
arises 
where 
the women to do certain things may 
be found. 
The women 
will signify 
on the cards what they are best able 
'to do an/T then 
if the 
emergency 
arises, they will be asked to do those 
things. But the signing of the .card 
pow does not make the women sub­ 
ject to call in any sense of the Word. 
Whatever will be done will be purely 
voluntary.

“We intend to make our military 
cantonments as safe as medical 
science know7s how,” he said today. 
“We have put the best brains of 
the country on the job. We have or 
ganized a staff that you 
couldn’t 
equal in any ten 
hospitals in the 
United States.”

plans for the Sammies at home and 
abroad. 


"We intend to make our military

the country on the job. We have or- 
ganized a staff that you couldn't 
equal in any ten hospitals in the 
United States."
